HE Elector of Cologne’s Adherents ftickle 
hard to obftructthe Affairs which are to 
be tranfaéted in the Affembly of the 
States ; tho’ ‘tis hop’d their Defign will 
not fucceed, but that a Tax will be 
fettled for raifing and maintaining fome Regiments. 
Several Officers that were turn’d out by Chancellor 
Karrig have been reftor’d totheir Places by the Cha 
ter: The Chapter will likewife difpofe of the re a 
bifhop’s Revenues, and out of them Pay his Debts 
in the firft place. Since the French have been in 
Poffetfion off Bonn, above 13000 Paffports have been 
given out there at 10, 20, 30, nay more than 4o Rix- 
dollars apiece.

The Emperor’s Letter to the Eftates 
of ths Archbithoprick, # to thu effe& ; 


T HAT they cannot forget the Emperor's having 

publith’d an-Ordonnance on the 9th of January 
laft, on occafion of the Elector of Cologne’s unjuftifi- 
able Proceeding in receiving French Troops into 
the Archbifhoprick of Cologne and Principality of 
Liege :. That his Imperial Majefty was willing to 
hope that the faid Ordonnance, the Exhortations of 
other well meaning Electors and Princes, and the 
Refolutions of the Diet of the Empire, would have 
brought the faid Elector to.a better mind ; that ac- 
cordingly he would have return’d to his Duty, have 
‘been govern'd by the Refolutions of the Diet, and 
have retracted the Obligations into which he had 
entred with the Enemy. But inftead of having the 
leaft regard to his Duty, he has not only openly de- 
clar'd, that, to carry on his wicked Defigns, he 
would make ufe of the Affiftance of Forreign Troops, 
and accordingly has introduc’d his own, the Em- 
peror’s, and the Empire's Enemies into his «\rch- 
bifhoprick, and by Ravaging, Plundering and Burn- 
ing, horribly mifus’d his own Subjects ; bur more- 
over, has deliver'd up to the Enemy. his refiden- 
tiary City of Bonn, and other Places, committed to 
his Truft by God, the Emperor, and the Empire ; 
has deferted his Electorate of Cologne and Princi- 
pality of Liege, and isin Perfon gone over to the 
proclaim’d Enemy of the Empire, having refign’d the 
Adminiftration of his Country and People to John 
Frederick Karrig his Evil Counfellor, For thefe 
Caufes his Imperial Majefty renews and confirms 
his former Ordonnance, and difcharges all the faid 
Elector’s Subjects from the Oath they took to him ; 
transferring the Adminiftration of the Archbifhoprick 
of Cologne, and Places depending on the fame, to 
the Prior, the Dean, and the Chapter; forbidding 
all help and affiftance, either in Money or in any 
other kind, to be given to the faid Elector; but 
commanding that the Orders and Prohibitions of 
the faid Chapter only be obferv’d; in like manner 
as ifthe Archiepifcopal Chair were Vacant: that 
in fo doing, all Perfons concern’d may avoid the 
Punifhments exprefs’d by the Avocatoria in the De- 
claration of War againft France, its Abettors, and 
‘uch as affift thofe Abettors, &c. 


The Dean and Chapter have fet forth 2 Mandate, 
importing, 


TH AT it was fufficiently known,that the Elector 
of Cologne, againft the Confent and Advice of 
the Chapter, did, without caufe, make Preparations 
of War, with foreign Money, and has deliver'd up 
all the Fortreffes and Places of Strength of the Arch- 
bifhoprick to a Forreign Power ; giving no heed to 
the Imperial Admonitions ; by which he has made 
his Country the Seat and Theatre of War, and re- 
duc’d the Inhabitants to great Mifery. And further, 
notwithftanding that in the Abfence of the Elector 
the Adminiftration of the Government does of right 
belong to the Chapter, conformably to the Union 
of the Hereditary Lands, and the ancient Contract 
to which the Elector was Sworn ; yet by a printed 
Order publifh’d at Bonn on the 12th of October 
laft, he has given a Commiffien in chief to his Mi- 
nifter Karrig : which being a Violation of their Spi- 
ritual Privileges,the Chapter cannot any longer fuffer 
it with Patience, conceiving themfelves oblig’d by 
their Oath and Duty to affert their Rights, the ra- 
ther, feeing the faid Commiffion is againft the Im- 
perial Orders and Avocatoria. Wherefore the Chap- 
ter Declare, that, to difcharge their Confciences, and 
relieve their Country, they have at length refolv’d 
to take the Adminiftration of the Archbifhoprick u 
on themfelves ; and accordingly command the Ma- 
iftrates, and all other Inhabitants of the faid Arch- 
bifhoprick, not to fuffer themfelves to be mifled from 
their Duty by the faid Order from Bonn of the 12th 
of October ; bur to fubmit to their Adminiftration 
with due Obedience.

Cologne, Dec. 15. The Conferences of the States 
Affembled here are continu’d with good Succefs;
